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A  Visit  to  the  Essex  County  Asylum 
for  the  Insane. 

II. 

W<*  now  proceeded  to  the  dining-room, 
L<>  wntt-h  t-Jis  patients  come  in  to  dinner. 

Those  who  were  w, or  king  outside,  sto 
p4»d  on  theif  way  in  at  a  closet,  where  the 
exchang*-d  their  »h«*eH  for  slippers.  This 
in  done  l*>  preserve  cleanliness.  We  a»ked 
t*  e  Superintendent  if  he  experleneed  any 
diffleulty  In  enforcing  these  rules.  Hi 
said  after  they  were  once  Impressed  upon 
the  mind  of  tiie  patient  It  was  not  so  *lif- 
lluult.  Disi-lpJino  is  the  keystone  to  the 
situation:  a  discipline  which,  while  re¬ 
straining  In  its  Inlluence  n|u*t  be  exercised 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  conceal  all  appar 
ent  restraint. 

A  bell  was  rung  by  an  attendant  as 
signal  to  the  patients  that  dinner  was 
ready.  Tiiey  matched  to  their  places  in 
an  orderly  ma  ncr:  the  Women  going  to 
the  right,  the  men  to  the  left.  The  din¬ 
ing  room.  the  tallies  ami  dishes  presento 
the  same  appearance  of  cleanliness  an 
order  that  was  obsaivahlfi  all  through  the 
Institution.  The  dinner  was  what  is  called 
iu  the  asylum  a  fish  dinner,  and  consist*- 
of  bread  anti  butter,  potatoes  and  baked 
fish,  with  rice  and  sauce.  The  food  had 
every  appearance  of  being  of  the  beat 
quality  and  was  served  in  sufficient  quan¬ 
tity.  While  we  were  watching  the  patients 
at  their  meal,  we  took  the  opportunity  to 
ask  the  Superintendent  a  few  questions,  in 
relation  to  the  asylum  and  its  inmates.  He 
said  that  the  majority  of  patients  received 
at  the  asylum  were  females.  The  causes 
that  brought  on  the  disease,  aside  from 
idiocy,  imbecility  ami  inherited  predispc 
sition,  were  sickness  anti  poverty .  Violent 
outbieaks  were  not  frequent  among  the 
patients;  attendants  were  always  on  the 
watch  to  arrest  any  such  symtoms.  The 
asylum  was  Nwell  suppliud  with  all  the 
latest  improved  devices  for  managing  such 
cases,  hed  straps,  chair  Straps,  camsiles 
anil  oilier  necessary  means.  In  ordinary 
cases  of  misbehavior,  seclusion  was  .the 
method  adopted,  aud  which  prove*  1  most 
effective. 

Childishness  is  the  prevailing  charactor- 
'  istic.  Attendents  must  be  constantly  de¬ 
vising  tuqans  t*»  keep  |  atients  busy  who 
can  «l«>  any  kiln)  of  work.  Some  of  the 
female  patients  are  wonderfully  skillful  in 
fancy  work.  From  work  of  this  ch 
done  by  the  patients,  enough  has  been 
reafiied  to  purchase  an  organ,  a  showcase 
ami  stand,  in  which  goods  are  exhibited. 
The  funds  realized  in  this  manner  are  also 
devoted  to  furnishing  ainu  emer^,  for  the 
patients,  hiring  a  band  to  play  on  the  lawn 
in  summer,  for  instance. 

The  majority  of  cuies  occur  during  the 
first  six  mouths  of  confinement.  After 
the  year  has  expired  the  chances  diminish 
rapidly,  yet  there  were  exceptional  cases 
where  recovery  had  been  witnessed  after 
several  years  confinement*  About  50  at¬ 
tendants  were  employed  al>out  the  asylum 
of  which  about  30  are  fen  ales  and  20 
males.  At  the  dinner  table  we  saw  the 
only  instance  of  unrulincse  that  we  wit¬ 
nessed  during  <>ur  visit.  A  female  patient 
was  acting  after  the  manner  of  a  naughty 
child  because  something  did  not  just  suit 
her.  The  doctor  said  to  her  in  a  quiet  yet 

decide*!  way,  now  Mrs.  -4 -  you  will 

have  to  get  away  from  the  table  and 
downstairs,  if  you  do  not  behave  yourself. 
That  quieted  her. 

Doctor  Hinckley  is  a  man  eminently 
adapted  *o  work  of  this  nature.  It  is  his 
hobby/  so  to  speak.  He  has  made  a  life 
long  study  of  insanity,  and  is  perfectly 
familiar  with  its  phenomena  and  causes. 
As  you  accompany  him  through  the  in¬ 
stitution,  you  are  impressed  with  his  thor¬ 
ough  knowledge  of  each  individual  case. 

'I  he  following  incident  is  illustrative  of 
his  influence  oyer  the  patients.  In  passing 
through  one  of  the  wards  .nold  lady  arose 
with  the  evident  determination  of  following 
us.  We  anticipated  annoyance.  When 
we  reached  the  entrance  to  the  next  ward, 
the  Doctor  turned,  and  making  a  bow,  in 
a  polite  way  bid  hei  good  day.  She  semued 
to  understand  that  her  company  was  un¬ 
necessary,  and  went  back  to  her  place. 
Patients  throughout  the  various  wards 
seemed  to  be  on  familiar  terms  with  him. 
Ridiculous  questions  from  patients  were 
auswered  in  a  manner  evidently  very  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  the  patients.  It  is  evident 
tiiat  the  man  required  to  fill  a  position  like 
tills,  is  a  man  whose  whole  soul  is  in  the 
work,  ami  the  Essex  County  Institution 
Managers  have  acted  wisely  in  selecting 
Doctor  Hinckley  to  superintend  the  Insti¬ 
tution.  v 

Leaving  the  dining  room,  we  passed  out 
into  the  hoiler  room.  The  stoam  used  in 
the  cooking  and  laundry  department**  aud 
for  heating  purposes,  and  iu  furnishing 
the  necessary  motive  power,  is  generated 
in  f>  boilers,  2  of  45  horse  power  and  4  of 
30  horse  power  each.  The  boilers  are  sup- 
pi  led  with  all  the  improved  appliances  for 
insuri  g  efficiency  aud  safety.  A  coal  shed 
is  connected  with  the  boiler  room,  with  a 


capacity  of  storing  5*lf>  ten*  of  nwl.  In 
the  pumpta*  room  are  thro*  eomp-wmd 
automate-  -T an*,  pumpe  of  tbe  W..rl M**sr- 
Uxi  mike.

There  l*  also  a  KiwmW-**  |  u"  p 
which  I*  connected  with  a"  aell  5* 4)  f-et 
deep,  from  which  water  la  drawn 
forced  to. the  tanks  and  used  for  dib-ki*  g 
an* I  cooking  purpose*.  1  l*e  water  oh 
tained  from  the  wed  Is  of  s  superior  qu*»1 
ity.  Previous  to  ereeung  these  pomp-  f* 
Newark  water  Company  xu|>pli«**t  all  the 
water  used  in  the  instillation  at  a  o*»*t  of 
92,01 0  per  year.  Now  the  **nly  amter  sup- 
piled  by  the'ciiy  is  that  um*1|  for  laundry 
purposes.  Il  is  estimated  tiiat  'he  nsl 
savings  realizeil  by  the  pump  system  will 
lie  about  91,lou  per  y«r.  The  superiority 
tt  the  water  was  manifest  during  the 
wurmest  weather  last  summer,  when  city 
water  was  scarcely  fit  to  drink.  The  water 
8*i*l  plied  to  the  patients  never  ex«  e«xisd  a 
temperature  of  fifty-four  degrees.  A  25 
h<  rse  power  engine,  s  comps<-t  l*M>khig 
machine  of  the  horizontal  type,  furnishes 
the  motive  power  used  throughout  the 
budding. 

There  is  s  small  machine  shop  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  asylum,  in  which-  a  great  deal 
of  the  necessary  repair  work  is  done.  Au 
CM  is  elevator  Worked  by  hydraulic  power, 
curries  you  from  the  bottom  fi«*or  to  the 
top.  The  clumsy  wooden  gates  formerly 
guarding  tbe  entrances  to  the  elevator 
have  been  lak  n  down  and  light,  ornamen¬ 
tal,  convenient  Iron  gales  substituted.  All 
through  the  corridors  at  regular  intervals, 
shelves  are  put  up,  on  which  are  neatly 
arrangeti  lengths  of  hose,  to  be  used  in 
case  of  fire.  Tbe  hose  is  attached  to  water 
pipes,  which  lead  from,  the  tanks,  all 
through  the  building.  The  laundry  is 
supplied  with  shafting  and  pullles,  used 
In  running  two  large  washing  machines 
and  an  Unproved  wringing  machine,  by 
which  the  water  is  extracted  Troui  the 
clothes  hy  centrifugal  force. 

In  the  baking  department,  where  about 
10  barrels  of  flour  are  us*e<l  per  wo«k,  we 
were  shown  bread  which  compare* I  favor¬ 
ably  ij\  appearance  and  (|uullty,  with  any 

displayed  in  the  bakeries. 

In  the  cooking  department,  win-re  pota¬ 
toes  are  cooked  by  the  bushel,  an*  l  co(T*-e 
made  by  the  gallon,  all  the  Improved  de¬ 
vices  for  expediting  and  systemizlng  tin- 
work  are  found.  Part  of  the  cooking  is 
done  by  steam,  and  pact  on  a  long  row 
ranges  extending  through  the  centre  of  the 
department. 

In  the  supply  room  you  find  barrels  of 
flour,  sugar,  boxes  of  tea,  coffee,  rice  and 
other  things,  reminding  you  of  a  whol* 
sa'e  grocery  store.  This  room  contains  a 
largo  ice  box  with  a  partition  in  it :  on  one 
side  the  meat  is  kept,  on  the  other  such 
provisions  as  are  injured  by  excessive 
h*-at.  Beef  is  bought  by;  the  whole  side 
ami  mutton  by  the  carcass,  flour  is  bought 
by  the  car  load.  It  is  the  policy  or  the 
asylu  a  managers  to  buy  on  a  largo  scale, 
thereby  gaining  all  the  a  'vantages  of  the 
lowest  market  rates. 

In  the  sewing  department  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  female  patients  are  engaged  iu 
mending  torn  garments  and  making  new 
ones.  Throughout  all  these  various  de¬ 
partments  you  find  systematic  arrange¬ 
ment  and  order,  combined  witli  cleanli¬ 
ness. 

The  labor  in  the  various  departments  is 
performed  by  the  patients  under  the  man¬ 
agement  of  competent  attendents  In  the 
medical  department  is  kept  a  argostipply 
of  drugs  and  medicines  aud  surgical  in¬ 
struments.  The  medicines  are  all  given 
out  under  the  personal  supervision  of  Dr. 
Hinckley.  In  this  department  is  kept  a 
record  of  every  casein  the  asylum.  Every 
morning  a  record  is  sent  jn,  of  just  how 
each  patient  acted  through  the  night.  If 
mfedicine  has  been  given  the  kind  is  stated 
and  tho  quantity  given,  the  time  ami  the 
effect  upon  the  patient's  system.  New 
cases  are  noted,  day  and  night,  and  a  care¬ 
ful  record  kept,  as  to  behavior,  health, 
appetite,  sleep,  and  all  peculiarities. 


East  Orange. 

The  new  hose  carriage  for  Ashland 
Hose  Company,  No.  1,  which  arrived  on 
Friday  of.  last  week,  from  tho  Siisby  Main 
ufacturing  Company,  of  Seneca  Falls, 
New  York,  is  a  very  handsdme  and  serv¬ 
iceable  apparatus.  The  wheels,  pole  and 
all  the  woodwork  are  painted  jet  black 
and  ornamented  with  go  d  and  red.  The 
outside  of  the  reel,  the  springs,  the  hubs, 
the  hells,  the  trumpets  and  all  the  metal 
work  except  a  few  brass  ornaments  are  of 
nickel.  There  aie  three  bellls  on  the  front 
of  the  carriage,  anil  the  forward  lamp  is 
red  glass,  very  prettily  ornamented.  The 
tiguie  head  is  a  brass  fireman;  the  rear 
bar  across  the  carriage  is  surmonted  with 
a  brass  eagle,  under  which  is  suspended 
a  p  ate  bearing  the  names  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  appointed  to  purchase  the  .carriage. 
It  is  twenty-one  feet  over  all  and  eight 
and  one-half  feet  in  height  The  reel  will 
contain  n  ore  than  1,000  feet  of  hose.
